An Interview with Robert M. Ross 

Kabcrr M. Ross, 25[h headmaster nf BCS, began his term oti 
July 1st. Ri'hLTt and his wife of 2.? years, Deanna, have 3 
childron. Their ytiungest, Cynthia, is a Form IV student at 
BCS while sons Walicer and Toby attend King's College and 
Huron College rcspecriveiy. 
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Rnbert M. Ross, ISlh hccidmnstcr. tuid bis wife Deanna. 

Mr Ross has Ween directly involved with independent school 
education tor s«me 25 years both with day and boarding 
schools. He has been a student, a teacher, an administrator, 
a headmaster, a parent and a board member. He has a 
master's in education from the University ot Toronto and 
has worked in private industry. Robert is a keen athlete who 
runs for relaxation and he also coaches 3 wide range of 
sports. He is variously described as having a strong flair for 
marketing, public relations and fundraising as well as 
excellent administrative skills. 

Before tomuig to BCS Mr Ross was headmaster at Country 
Day School of Kmg, Ontario. Ed Eberts [BCS '57) was a 
founder of this school and he hired John Pratt (BC'S '55) as 
its first headmaster. The person who succeeded Mr Pratt was 
Robert Ross. 

I met with Mr Ross just prior to the commencement of the 
1990-''l school year. 

Q: How would you distinguish BCS from a day school? 
\: I think one distinction is access. I believe it is vital to 
keep BCS open to diversity. Our mission statement supports 
that. That is a problem because the cost of educating a 
student at BCS is significantly more expensive than 
educating a student at a day schooh The wonderful facilities, 
the residences, the grounds, the academic and non-academic 



programs all require a fairly large infra-structure to 
maintain. There are perhaps many students who deserve to 
come to BCS and would benefit from being here, but are not 
able to do so. 1 am delighted to sec that our board of 
directors has recognized this and is committed to increasing 
the endowment fund. 

The second difference I think is the transmission of values. 
That may sound strange, but the average teenager in this 
country is being educated largely by the media. Movies, 
television and music are pumped into them - the lyrics that 
certainly do not reflect the heritage of Western man. I believe 
a better opportunity exists at BCS for us to support our 
students' family values. We have an opportunity to establish 
a different set of challenges that could not be applied to a 
day school. 

Q: What kind of challenges? 

A: Students spend, on the average, 7 hours a day at, for 
example. Country Day Schoo!. At BCS students live here 
(BCS day students spend an inordinate amount of time here 
as well). They, therefore, have to live, share, do and 
experience things together amongst themselves, with teachers 
day and night. The residential and familial environments 
coupled with BCS "smallness" and rigorous programs 
provides limitless opportunities for our students that should 
enable them to learn to live with and get along with people 
and become successful leaders in whatever endeavours they 
cho<isc. Ir is impossible tc} a.ssimilate that kind of educational 
package at a day school. 

Q: What makes independent schools in general such special 
places for educationi 

A: Although ! don't claim any particular Insights into the 
Canadian independent school system, I have had different 
experiences and perspectives with these schools. I am a 
product of the private school system, a parent who has sent 
all three of my children to different private schools, a board 
member of three private schools, and I recently chaired a 
committee that evaluated a private school in Toronto. I 
recognize that our schools should never arrogate to ourselves 
a false sense of our own importance, but I think we have the 
potential, ail out of proportion to our numbers, to transmit 
liberal and humane values. I would think other heads of 
schools would agree with that. 

In general, ! believe most of the schools in the cms [Canadian 
Association of Independent Schools] have responded 
effectively to changes and have been able to provide a 
rigorous and meaningful education for our young people. 
This was not the case ten or more years ago. I fee! good 
about our schools and our futures. Schools are the creatures 
of the society in which they exist. Sooner or later they give 
or try to give that society what it wants. Sooner, or later, a 
school will either be responsive to the felt needs of its 
constituency or be forced out of business by parents. 
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However, just beinR responsive k nor quite i^ood enoii^li for 
indcpcndfiii sciiouls. We iiLivt- to ix' innovativt aiul treaiivu 
and rh.ir mean*; niaintalning those cdiicatinngl basics whilf 
creating new |->TOj;rjms that rt-spond to the needs of our 
students. 1 sc'L- [liar happening in tiie independent school 
system. I see it happening nt &CS where wojiderfiil traditions 
have been maintained while ni-\v programs have heen 
estaWished and are floiinsliiny.

Q: What can stirdeiits. piin-nts, faculty and alumni expect 
twm Riibert Ross; 

A; My philosophy goes like this: "One can expect of others 
only whar one is wiilinj; to demand of oneself," I've rcllecied 
often on the behaviour a head of a school must model, 
justice, cumpassian and service to others arc the qualities 
that RCS must irvemphfy .ind then foster in its students. It 
Kobert Ross, as headmaster oi flCS, is in part the human 
embodiment nf RCS, then I lx-|ieve those qualities are 
essential tn v.ihJate my leailership. 
Life has taught me th;U it one is goir.g to do what one 
believes is just, compassionate and charitable, the odds are 
that someone will he nffendeti as a rt^sult. Take being fair. It 
sounds easy, but it's one ot the hardest things to achieve 
when dealing with 300 young people with individual and 
very different needs. Add to that special fircuinsiances chat 
involve coiilidciitiality and the disntrtion of rumour and 
almosr certainly the decision-maker is going to gain approval 
in some quarters and opprobrium in others. And this must 
not mutter! So I would add two other qualities - mental and 
physical starttina. Someone said once chat, "Tliis job is like 
dancing with ,i gorilki ... You don't stop when you get tired. 
You stop when the gorilla gets tired." 
Q; Knowing this, why did you decide li> return to 
education^ 

A: First of all, I wanted to return to the educational world, 
particularly to a residentia] school. I mis.scd the vibrancy of a 
schnt)l and I missed being with young people, RCS held a 
particular attraction to me for many reasons, li has 



established itself as a reputable school among the CAis. 1 like 
the si^e of the school. 1 am a definite proponent ot co- 
educational education, the locatiimand cnvironmeni were 
appealing for mc and 1 knew people who were connected to 
the School in one way or another and they provided positive 
insights for mc. 

I could acknowledge that those reasons are slightly 
superficial. It was not until my wife Dcanna and I visited the 
School foi" the hrsc time as 3 candidate for this job that I 
realised 1 desperately wanted to be the 2.5th headma.stcr of 
BCS. 1 was very much taken with the I'eel of ihe plsice, the 
inanner in which Ceachtrs and students rckited to each other, 
the seemingly pervasive feeling of happy, tuned in, turned on 
kids, it was then that I came lo the rcali/aiion that I wanted 
to be a part of this, 

Q: The Schnot will open in a couple of waeks. U sucius to 
me that inost. if not all ai the School will he looking tii yoH 
for the signals, for the plays, horgive the analogy, but how 
does it look, as the qiiarterhack, as you are about to he 
snapped the balli 

A: Your analogy is apt because "the quarterback" can not 
;tccomplish anything on his own. 1 have learned that most yf 
what makes for effective leadership has to do with working 
effectively with people, I believe that it is my responsibilky 
to bo able to work with and motivate peers, subordinates 
and superiors which is necessary to effectively implement 
curriculum development and capital development, I would 
hope that my leadership will be viewed as a consequence of 
recognized aiithoricy rather than acknowledged power, of 
confidence rather than intimtdation, of freely shared beliefs 
rather than necessity- 1 hereforc, "she play" will come bur 
the teammates arc just getting to l<now the captain and the 
playhook, 

Q: JJCi' hy its own defiiulion is an " h.u^lisb -language 
instituUon " situated in the I'ronnce of Quebec. With the 
recent demise of the Meecb Lake Accord, doei this not make 
prouincial affairs somewhat uncertain and most certainly, 
wouldn't BCS be affected? 

A: Surely, the challenge for our School is to be absoiurely 
certain thai everything ihiit wc do at iiCS coittribuces to the 
mission statement itself. It states that RCS is to provide a 
sovind college preparatory cducarioii for a diverse group of 
intelligent young men and women within an environment 
that strives to ignite and develop the varied potentials of all 
students. Implicit in char statement are relationships and 
opporiunities. What that means is thai [he real challenges 
rest with our teachers to "ignite and develop" our students 
and to provide opportunities for them that will instill self- 
confidence in order for them to possess the ability to 
compete and cooperate ui society. If we do that, if we are 
what we say we drl^, then 1 am not sure Mcech bake will 
have too significant an impact on BCS. It we are the best 
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school in the worki, p^irents will come knocking on our door 
regiirdlcss of our geography. I'o he sure, we Ciiivi igrii>rt our 
polirii;al rcahctes and possible future consequences, I think if 
yiii! arc good M wh.ir you do and you niarket your product 
effectively, the world will bedt ,i path to your door.

Q: Where dn you nirn !<> for your guideticc in leading the

A: A tt.'w veal's ago the board of directors e.scablished a 
ijiininmret rhat ai^-^esscd BCS's pasr, present and future. 
Input cnme froindircciors, adniunsiraiion, t^tculiy, students, 
parents and alumni. The visions and policy goals have been 
clearly arriculared aud I believe nil constituents from the BC'S 
comnii.iuicy have hail an opportuniiy to look at these goals 
and respond. It hchoo\\'s rne as the new headmaster to do 
the ^ame. 1 believe very strongly lIijii this is a very giiod plan 
,for our fuuuc but 1 also believe, as I stated earlier, that BCS 
must be adaptable and lie able to respond effectively and 
expeditiously to the changing needs of society jind indeed tu 
uur studeut.s. 

Q: Jhijiik you very much. Is there iinything else thm you 
!>u^ht like to add^ 

A; Vc-s. Come home! I garher most of our readers are 
alumni and parents and 1 would therefore like to cake this 
opportunity to extend an open invitation to [hem to visit 
IK'S, k IS rheir Schoul and they are welcome here .\t any 
time. 



The Search for Ihe 25th Headmaster 

I'hf search for the hcadmasrer began following the 19S9 
Closing Exorcises when Mr David A. C. Cruickshank 
(headmaster li'Sl-'JO) 'informed Chairman Stuan Colibett at 
his intention to step down. A search committee was formed 
with Rae (MacCullochi I leenan '55 in.stalled as chairman. 
Members ol the Lommittee were hoard members: Robert 
Caldcr (parent), Stuart 'Kip' Cobbett '66, Mike Huband '.S6, 
and Shirk*)- (Harrison) Stoker '46. A search firm was selected 
and a nation-wide si^rch was initiated. Several promising 
candidates were chosen for interviews and from thi^ gfoup, 
three highly qualified individuals emerged. Candidates and 
their spouses visited the Schtiol for what could be accurately 
called a rigorous day of intorview.s. The headmaster, 
prefects, faculty representatives, managers of finance and 
operations, executive members and chiiirman uf the hoard 
all met with the candidates at the School and ai Montreal at 
separate titties and in separate situations. 

"U was an extraordinarily difficult choice," recounts Mrs

Perhaps as unportant as his significant experience, "... was 
his abiiuy lo relate easily to people ot all ages and levels, his 
quick and observant mind and his air of confideni authority 
which caught the attention o! the School and earned him 
instant respect," said Mrs Heenan. 

"I'his is an cvciling lime lor HC'S," she concluded, "and Mr 
Ross embodies the very best qualities and exptinencc which 
we feel will be required to lead our School into the 1990s."

If you were to rt-vicw che Annual Giving recnrtk for IICS, 
yuii wtiiild finJ vhiU it wa;^ firsi launched in 1964. 
Historically the Annual Giving Campaign was preceded by 
soniethin^ known as the Annual Membership Drive 
li.(indiictcii frum 1^33 to I96,li). In readiu}; the back issues 
of the Bulletin, nvosr seemed consumed with ca]olmg, urging 
and cxhtirrmg alumtii to send in their %1 membership tees id 
support alumni-spoiisored programs (the publication of the 
Bulletin, the alumni scholarship and the purchased teachinf; 
aids). 

Our annual appeal tor support, in one form or another, has 
become an institution in itself. Alumni have, in pomt of fact, 
been asked for a eontnlxinon annually smce I ^33 or for the 
past 57 years, lu titorc recent years, the appeal's base has 
broadened .^nd several noi'-alumni supporters have come 
forward (current and former parents, foundations, 
corporaiions, staff rncmbers and grandparents). 

Though the results have been excellent in some years, and 
not quite so excellent in other years, the purpose in raising 
the funds hai never changed: /o support the various aspects 
of the current operations of the School and to enhance the 
learning eni-'irunment for students at HCS. So too, there has 
never hccn a dimimshment of the need for support. 

Nothmg new, it could be said, is being proposed this year. Ir 
is however, our intention to increase the total ^iniount of 
suppori to the School. And il is our hope that we can achieve 
new srandards of participation. Quite frankly, we intend to 
achieve these results by askini; more people who know B(;S 



for their support. Realistically, the SehooPs f\mdraising 
"market" is finite. We rely almost entirely upcm the person 
who knows IK^S/KHC (either because they evperienced the 
School directly as a student or saw the results directly from 
watching a child or grandchild in this environmenii. You 
who are teazling this publication arc just such a person. We 
trust that you do not look at this as a burden. 

The School has always iteen a choice, an alternative. It has 
always been a possibility for educational excellence and 
challenge. It remains just that today. It could be or could 
become or is one of the veiy tinest/besl schools in the 
province, in the country, in the w<irld. Kor that possibility to 
even exist, the School must exist. For the School to exist, it 
requires financial support. 

To answer a frequently asked question, "Yes, BCS receives 
sufficient operational funds through the tuitions from 
current families to e.\ist," What is being discussed here is a 
margin for excellence - thai amount over and above tuitions 
which allows the Scliool to enhance programs and to 
broaden learning opportunines. lurther, it allows the School 
to offer incentives to cuirenr students througli awards and to 
be able to attract srudeius who might not otherwise be able 
to afford a BCS education. 

Mr drier synthesi/.ed the case for support elbqucmly in 
1933. Perhaps the single most important element thai has 
changed since he spoke these words is rhat today it is you 
and f who he is addressing. We are the ones who hold 
today's key.

The Round Square and the Environment

The main thrusf (jt chc work of the Round Square Kvciiip in 
the pasr year has heen environmental protection. Our hasic 
premise is that ihe lit~,S tommuiiiiy, workin;; logetlier, could 
make a sijjnifii'ant difference in our impact on tlii; 
environment. Early in the year, stiideitt^ and tc.^chers drew 
Up a BCS Environmental Manifesro which was ultimately 
subr.iitrcd ro rlie School's hoard of directors for 
consideration. The board commended the authors for their 
work and, as a maicer t)f principle, approved of the 
ohjctiivcv and agreet! to siLpport them subject to financial 
and practical considerations. Since then, ongoing diseussions 
have taken place with Mr Andrew Johnson, director of 
opt^raiiuiis, concerning the implementation of the 
document's suggestions. 

As stated in ihe manifesto, the suRgesrcd measures carnoi be 
implemented without monetary c<)nsiderati<in. As a result. 



progress \i not always switt, htit we would like to report on 
what has been done so far: a bin for hard plastic, glass atid 
tins was esiahlished on the campus; the new kitchen catering 
firm was advised ot our environmental concerns and asked 
ro cooperate; recycled loilei paper is being purchased for all 
facilities on campus; advertising postt-rs for a toxic waste 
collection in Sherbcooke were prepared by students; a 
compost heap w^s built on the grounds for use by campus 
families; students participated in Farth Day by picking up 
garbage along Si f'rancis Street, hy marching iii a 
Leimoxville parade, and by having a stall at rhc 
Environmental Fair at Elementary School: the Round Square 
group has been recycling soft drink cans from the house tuck 
shops ;^iid a portion ot the proceeds were donated to the 
[,cnn(ixville Residetit's Association Compost Bin Fund to 
provide bins for homes in t.ennoxvillc; a field trip by 
students and staff to a recycling plant hi Sherbruoke was 
taken and proved to be highly educairional; plans for a tree 
nursery have top pHurity for the present year.

Department Profile 

by The Geography Dt'fHirliJienl 

The Curriculum 

Earthquakes, global warming, sewage systems, parking lots, 
ballisrii.- missiles, beri ben, hailstones, Pygmys and Antartica. 
"Geography is the study of everything on the earth, in the 
uarth and around ihe earth; from shoelaces and whales to 
orbiting comeis. 7'he study of geography h.is three areas of 
concentration: physical land features, cultural interaction of 
groups and urban city euvironmcnts. 

In Second Form, students concentrate on the physical 
environment (the solar system, weather and vegetation) and 
on map rtadinp. Tiiis gives rhem a solid base for future 
geography courses. Students must pass the Fourth Form 
"Quebec and Canada" course to obtain a secondary 
diploma. This proves exciting for our foreign students 
because the ctuirse focus is the Quebec and Canadian 
landscape. Students also learn how to organize and prepare a 
research paper. 

In Form V, students take a more scientific and mathematical 
approach to the earth's physical features. For example, 
calculating discharge and velocity of rivers. Students analyse 
man's role in the future of the environment, for example; 
deforestation. Sixth Form examines rhe contemporary world 
with its environmental and cultural problems, political and 
migration panems. Issues include: the opening of the Berlin 
Wall and the arms race. Lastly, in Form VII, students study 
the physical land and the urban environment on it. Problems 
snch as traffic and city planning are examined. Different 
methods of research, interpreting statistics and analy.siiig 
public needs and desires are explored. 

Special Events 

Four Second Form students [Flrmily Marosi, FJizabeth 
Marleau, Genevieve Myhal and Peter Chang) submitted map 
projects to the World Wise Geography Competition at 
lower Canada College in Montreal. At this "iame 
competition, a three-man team (Jason Moore. Andrew 
Deichon and Paid Chang) worked on a topographical map 
test and then challenged nme other schools in an oral trivia 
contest. We were very pleased by the effort and level of 
enthusiasm of rhese students. 

We await the results of the Royal Canadian Geographical 
Society essay contest for high schools across Canada. Two 
young ladies, Jennifer Hession ("Living With Disaster") and 
Kriscy .McCurdy ("The Impact of the Automobile") have 
entered this year's comperition. 



It was the generosity of a parent that allowed (i5 Form W 
geography students to experience the adveniiire of seeing an 
underground gold mine, the historical village of 
Bourlaniaque and the Normick-Pcrron presswood factory in 
Val d'Or, Quebec. After an enjoyable supper with the plant 
manager and the staff that conducted our lours, llie students 
were escorted to a dance ar I'crcival High School.

An Appeal from the Compton Church 

BCS received a letter from Curtis Patterson, Rector for the St 
James the Less Church {ISS7) of Compton. Mr Patterson 
requested financial assistance for the church from KUC 
alumnae who remember it fondly. "Over the past couple of 
years the roof has deteriorated rapidly and was leaking badly 
in several areas. One could actually see light shining through 
some of the holes." Demolition was contemplated but, "... 
we realized that to demolish the church, without informing 
those nf you who have shown interest and support in the 
past, would be irresponsible. We also felt that such drastic 
action would destroy another irrcplacable piece of our great 
heritage in C'ompton." 

"The north side of the roof is deteriorating ... and needs to 
be replace at a cost of approximately S2,000. The tower also 
is in a deplorable state and will eventually require funds to 
repair it. A number of less urgent repairs will be carried out 
as funds permit." Regular services are still held in this 
historic old church at 8:00 a.m. every second Sunday from 
Easter to Christmas and in the parishioners homes during 
January, February and March.

The BCS Summer School 

U you were to wander oiiio campLis on any day in Juiy, y>M 
might wonder if BCS was running ovenime into the summer 
months. Tins past summer J.75 students between the ages ot 
1 1 and 1.^ attended the BCS SLinimcr School, a languaj;!: 
program for students who wish to become proficient in 
Enghsh or French. The summer school ha^ full enrollment 
every summer and because of demand, a student can onl)' 
atiL-nd two summers. 

It IS an immersion program with students living and 
breathing the language of their choice. Students have formal 
classroom sessions each morning, followed by lunch and 
atternoon sports ot off-campus activities. Every evening 
following diimer, students go back into the classroom for a 
further session. There is a total of M) staff members, and 
classes have a 1; 12, icaeher/stLident ratio. 




No occasion is lc),y to introduce laiiguage training to the 
sttident.s, whether this is during recreational sports or on off- 
campus txpedititins to such places as water slide parks. 
Quebec City, La Ronde, Upper t^anada Village, Ottawa, 
Drummondville <ir perhaps to watch the Expos in Montreal. 
Whenever possible, students arc coupled with someone froni 
the other languaj;e group wuh the mtcntion that siiidents 
become proficient in conversaTional language. 

Since students board at the School for the month-long 
session, the e>;pcricnce is intense. Organizers of the summer 
session say they do not even discourage late night 
conversations after lights go out. "When you think of it," 
said summer school director Albert MatDonald, "if someone 
IS taikmg, someone is listcmng. This, in essence, is the secrci 
oi k-arnmg a lauKiiiige." 

Students have hegun to register lor next year. Anyone 
wishing to find nut more about the program can contact the 
director of the summer school through BCS. 



Climbing Mount Orford 

Prior to embarking on the 1 990 Mountain Day trip (this 
year to Mount Orford), Headmaster Roliert Ross stood 
before the assemhk'd school in the Quad. He said that 
students should savour the day that lay before them for he 
believed that today might well live on in their memories for 
years to eome. 

The Christmas 1 939 BuUctijs, recounts a visit to Mount 
Orford some 41 years before: "A custom of the School 
which ;s rapidly becoming tradition is the annual climb up 
Mount Orford."

"At the top there were the usual few who had 'got there 
first,' and others arrived in small groups.

Rugged mountain^: and dotted lakes, patches of green fir 
wood and brown ploughed fields. Ihe wind is cold and 
iMvigorating, the air is clean and sharp." 

This September the entire student body and many of the 
teaching staff went to Mount Orford, and the climb has 
become a participatory day and the first opportunity in the 
school calcntlar to accomplish something as a School. There 
was a real sense of esprit de corps. Pveryone who set our 
that day reached tfie mountain top. High on top we were 
further inspired by a brief Sunday morning service, led by 
BCS Chaplain Patricia Peacock, with a reading by Lewis 
F.vans, |r. So this is what memories are made of.

No words can describe the atmosphere of that match. Eifty 
thousand Scol.s were singing hlowL'r of Sc<.>th-inil from the 
beginni[!g of the match co the fmal whistle and all ot 
Scotland was ecstatic about the final result (Scotland 1.1, 
England 7). A more magnificent beginning to our tour could 
nut have been jmagined. 

Our first real stop of the t()uf was at RanniH^h !>chi>oi in 
Perthshire. As we rrorted out to our fust traming session 
with the Rannoch boys, the rain, which was Co dog us for 
much of the tour, began to come down. The Scottish Rugby 
Union hires five coaches to travel the country giving 
assistance to any schools that ask for it. We learned a lot 
more, however, the next day as we lost 60-0 to the 
Rannuch I si XV, but we consoled ourselves with the 
thought that we had, after all, come here to learn. 
From the wilds of Rannoch, we moved on to the very 
civilized grandeur ot Gleiulmond Ci)llegc. 

Our match the next day was a considerable improvement 
over the first one. We played a mixture ot their 1st, 2nd and 
3rd teams and gave a much better account of ourselves. We 
moved on to Edinburgh for two days of R 5; K and visited 
Edinburgh ("astie, walked the Royal Mile and kept ourselves 
fit by running up Arthur's Seat - a prodigious climb with a 
marvellous view of cbe city as its reward. Having spent our 
first week visiting boarding schools, we arrived in 
Musselburgh where wc were introduced to the world of club 
nigby. Malcolm jack, who had been on exchange to BCS 
from Loretto School in '8S, led us through a training session. 
He was also the man who organized this second part of our 
tour and who managed to get us the tickets to the 



international match. Although we lost again to the 
Musselburgh Crammer School, we actually managed to 
score a try after some inspired play by the forwards. In 
Musselburgh and in Selkirk we were billeted with the 
players' families, so we found that we were meeting many 
more people than previously. 

Graeme Marshall (Selkirk High School's phys.-cd. teacher 
and an exceptional player in his own right) and John 
Rutherford (captain and fly half for Scotland! ran a training 
session for us. It is a mark, both of Scottish hospitalicy and 
of the marvellous state of Scottish rugby, that two of the 
finest players in the country would give up their Sunday 
afternoon to help a bunch ot neophytes from Canada. We 
didn't manage much of a game against Selkirk. Our 
opponents had been playing rugby from the day they learned 
to walk and they ran easy circles around us. We spent a very 
plea.sant evening renewing our aqnaintanee with Robert and 
Julia Common jt Abbotsholme School, Then, our final 
match was played at Reading School. This was t)ur fifth 
match in 10 days and, after the game, we felt that, had we 
been fresher, this was the one match that we could have 
won. 

Our playing had improved noticeably and it was clear that 
the tour had accomplished its purpose of preparing u.s lor 
the coming season. As Bill Robson, our coach, put it, "The 
boys are beginning to think. They're starting to see rugby as 
something more than just a game."

At this year's closing ceremonies. 1 [i siiidcnts gmcliiatcd 
from Forms VI ^niJ Vll. These BCS yntdiiatcs ath now m 
attendance at insrirucions of higher learning aroimJ thc 
globe. 

Of the 77 students in Form VI, 3 1 decided to remain at BCS 
for Form Vll. As in most years, the majority of graduates 
proceeded to Queliec CEGEPs (this year it was 37). By far 
the most poptd.ir CECEJ' for our graduates is John .Abbnti 
College; 15 ol our l^orni VI graduates ehose this West Isiaiid 
CEGHP. Nine graduates arc atiending Champiain College in 
Leniioxville, while Champlain's St Lambert campus has two 
and its Quebec City site has three. Dawson College attracted 
six graduates, while the Abitihi-Temiscammqne CEGrP and 
Seminaire St Augustin in Quebec C^ity each received one of 
our graduates. 

h'or ] 9 of these former BCS students, social science is the 
mo5jr popular discipline at CF.CJEP. On the other hand, nine 
chose ro study commerce, while six opted for health science 
eoursc-s, atid another two ,ire studying pure and applied 
science. One graduate is following a creative arts- program. 

Three of our graduates chose to remain in high school for ar 
least one more year. One boy has gone on to 1 owcr Canada 
College, one girl is studying ai Ncuchatel and another is 
■itudyingat King's-EJgehiH in Nova Scoria. 

Four graduates eleacdto go directly to university. One 
student is studyi'ig science at Aoidia, oiie is in pre-law at 
Boston University and another is studying business at New 
England t^ollege. One student is enrolled in hotel manage- 
ment at a Swiss university. 

Universities in Ontario continue to attratf the majority ot 
oiir Form Vll graduates. Queen's l_fniversity remains at the 
top of the list as the most popular university for BCS grads 
Wilhjl total of seven memliers of the Class of '90 having 
moved on to Kingston rhisycar [rhree students are in 
scieuee. one engineering, two in arts and one is taking the 
conLurrtmreducanon program). 

After Queen's, our graduates have selected a diversity of 
institutions throughout North America. Two students are at 
Western, with two more at Western's affiliated campuses of 
King's and Huron. One student is studying business at 
Carleton, while another is pursuing an arts program at 
Trinity College at the University ol 'lorontD. Two students 
have gone on to Giielph and anoiher is studying at Trent. At 



Waterloo, one student is jn the co-op engineering program 
and another is in the accountancy program. 

Four of our graduates are studying in the Maritimes, (!)ne is 
at Mount Allison, one at Dalhousie and a third is in the 
Kiundation year program at King's College. Mount St 
Vincent and the child studies program attracted the fourth 
Student. On the other side of the country, one graduate is 
enrolled in the film and television program at Simon Fraser 
in British CoUimbia. 

Five ol our graduates decided to attend schools south ot the 
border. Florida schools like Eckerd College, the architecture 
program at the University of Miami atid the College of Boca 
Ratyn each attracted one ol our graduates. Business and golf 
made Fepperdine University in California very attractive for 
still another, while Middlcbury College in Vermont was the 
destination of choice for one graduate. 

In many cases, the universities at which the students now 
find themselves Were their first choices. As well, scholarship 
offers were received from Cuelph, Western and Kmg's at 
Dalhousie. 1 wish, as tJo the other teachers, all the best to 
our students and lotiF forward to hearing of the successes of 
last year's graduates.

BCS Old Boy Graduation Years 

[n the beginning Old Boys were designated by the year 
that they left the school Ijim Woakes could have left in 
Form II or Form Vll but he was still from the Class ot 
'56). Then in more receiir years, it was decided to 
designate a person as a sixth form or seventh form 
graduate, depending upon which year the person left (a 
person leaving earlier than one of these graduating years 
was given a projected graduation year and was assigned 
to either the sixth or the seventh form that they would 
have graduated from if they had gone on to graduate). 

The whole thing became a muddle. The result was that 
whenever one went to a reunion or a person was charged 
with getting in touch with classmates, the similar relrain 
would go up; "They aren't from my class." This 
confusion has been eliniinaCed with a new policy. 

The Alumni Association board voted at a recent incering 
that the proscribed year of graduation would be 
determined on the basis of when a student would have 
graduated from lorm Vll. This has been put into effect 
for all classes after 1950.
